Miss Bailey's novels, now so weil 
known and popular, always best 
sellers all over the country as soon 
as they are published, all deal with 


vouth, and in the tenderest, most 
sympathetic spirit. She does ad- 
mit, however, that she takes a 


rosier view of the conduct of mod- 
ern youth in her books’ than she 
sometimes does at its antics in 
real life. 

Just now Miss Bailev is break- 
ing into the movies. Her ‘Peacock 
Feathers.’ has been made into a 
picture and is to be released in St. 
Louis next week. She has not seen 


it yet and does not know how it' 


has weathered its way through 
Hfollywood production, but it is 
safe to say a Temple Bailey plot 
will not contribute greatly to that 
unsavoriness for which the movies 
are abundantly noted.
